Committee on Ways and Means has 
agreed upon a bill to reduce the in- 
ternal revenue tax. It repeals the 
stamp tax on bank checks, drafts, 
orders and vouchers; the tax on ca 
ital and deposits of banks and bank- 
ers, under Section 3108 of the revised 
Statutes as amended, the tax on the 
capital and deposits of National Banks 
under Section 5214, revised Statutes, 
not including taxes on the capital and 
deposits of said banks, bankers and 
National Banks for the current six 
months of the period ending June 30, 
1882, and in the case of other banks 
and bankers, the 8ist of Muy, 1882; 
also the tax on matches, perfumery, 

medicinal preparations and other ar- 
ticles imposed by schedule A, follow- 
ing Section 3487 of the revised Sta- 
tutes.

A Fiend in Haman Shape Hacks His 
Wife to Death. 


San Francisco, March 28.— A fear- 
ful wife murder was committed here 
about 9 o'clock last evening. John 
Killalea, a longshoreman, residing at 
No. 410 Dupont street, killed his wile, 
Maria Killalea, in a drunken fit of 
jealousy. Armed with a sheath-knife, 
Killalea proceeded in his fury to carve 
the woman in 4 terrible manner. Stabs 
were inflicted in the right side of the 
neck, the right side of the head and 
shoulder, in the abdomen, chest, and 
under the left nipple, also a fearful 
slash on the left side of the face, from 
the ear to the angle of the mouth. The 
first and second fingers of the right 
hand were also nearly severed. During 
the sanguinary fiendish rage of Killa- 
lea, he did not seem to be exhausted 
until life was extinct and the bod 
of his wife lay lifeless at his feet, man- 
gled and bloody. No reason is as- 
signed for the deed but a spirit of 
jealousy inflamed by strong drink. 


P. When arrested the murderer was asked 


what was the matter, when he 
unswered, with brutal indifference, 
“Oh, nothing! I have only cut my 
wife’ s throat, that’s all.“ The deceased 
was a native of Ireland and a 46 
years. She was the mother of six 
children, all living. Killalea was 
taken to the city jail at once after 
committing the fearful deed and locked 
up on a charge of murder.

SANITARY HINTS. 


It is easier to keep one’s health than 
to regain it when once lost. And yet 
on this point how careless and negligent. 
some people are. Here are a few rules 
which will commend themselves at once 
to every one’s common sense, and 
need but to be recalled to be more gen- 
erally observed: Never lean with the 
dack upon anything that is cold. Never 
begin a journey until the breakfast has 
been eaten. Never take warm drinks 
and then immediately go out into the 
cold air. Keep the back, especially be- 
tween the shoulder blades, well covered, 

and the chest also well protected. In 
sleeping i in a cold room, establish the 
habit of breathing through the nose, 
and never with the mouth open. Never 
go to bed with cold or damp feet; 

always warm by a fire ten or fifteen 
minutes before going to bed.. After 
exercise of any kind never ride in 
an open carriage or near the window of 
a car for a moment, for it is 

to health and even to life. en 
hoarse, speak as little as possible until 
it is recovered from, as the voiee may 
be, permanently lost, or difficulties of 
the throat be produced. Merely warm 
the back by the fire, and never continue 
keeping the back exposed to the heat 
after it has become comfortably warm. 


going from a warm atmosphere into a 
colder one, keep the mouth closed so 
that the air may be warmed by its pass- 
age through the nose before it reaches 
the lungs: Keep the body in motion 
after any violent exercise while cooling 
off. An observance of these few simple 
rules will save many a doctor's bill, and 
not infrequently lise itself. 


. RENOVATING OIL CLOTH. 


Oil cloth washed in hot water or in 
yr ga or with a brush, will look 
when dry, and soon crack and 
pee off; but when always washed in 
kewarm water with a piece of soft old 
flannel, and wiped perfectly dry each 
time, will last longer and retain its 
young looks down to old age; it greatly 
improves its appearance to use half 
milk and half water. Skim milk, if not 
sour, is just as good as new milk. This 
makes oil cloth look as if varnished. 
Neither soap, hot water or brush should 
ever be used on it.

If varnished, it will not need 
washing. Now and then wipe with a 
wet cloth and dry quickly. Use white 
varnish on white matting. Be sure and 
have the varnish thin or the matting 
will crack. 


TO CURE CORNS. 


Soak the feet for one-half hour in a 
solution of soda, and pare the corns as 
closely as possible; then apply a 2 


Y ot the following ingredients: Take of 


purified ammonia and yellow wax each 
two ounces and acetate of copper six 
drachms; melt the first two ingredients 
together, and after removing them from 
the fire add the acetate of copper just as 
they grow cold; spread the ointment on 
a piece of soft leather or linen and 
place it on the corn, removing it in two 
weeks. 


Ax agricultural exchange says: Every 
paper in the United States ought occa- 
sionally to keep the fact before its 
readers that burnt corn is a certain and 
speedy cure for hog cholera. The best 
way is to make a pile of corn on the 
cobs, effectually scorch it, and then 
give the affecte hogs free access to it. 
This remedy was discovered by E. E. 
Lock at the time his distillery was 
burnt in Lewistown, Ils, together with 
a large lot of store corn, which was 80 
much injured as to be unfit for use, and 
greedily eaten by the hogs, several of 
which were dying daily. After the sec- 
ond day not a single hog was lost, and 
the disease entirely rr The 
remedy has been tried in a number of 
cases since, and has never failed.

AMERICAN NEWSPAPERS. 


The first paper ever printed in Amer- 
ica was established in Boston in 1690. 
One hundred years later the total num- 
ber was only two hundred, of which only 
‘two or three were dailies. Since 1776 
the progress of journalism has been 
marvelous, the total number of news- 
papers now published exceeding eight 
thousand, of which about eight hun- 
dred are dailies. The wonderful growth 
of journalism was well illustrated in a 
lecture delivered by Wendell Phillips in 
New York some time ago in which he 
stated that when the battle of Waterloo 
took place in 1815, the London Times 


devoted only one-third of a column to 


its description of the fearful struggle, 
whereas a full page account of the Ute 
massacre of ten persons in Colorado a 
few years ago, was given by the great 
“American dailies. When William Lloyd 
Garrison was mobbed in Boston in 1835, 
the papers of that city published no de- 
tails of the outrage. President Harri- 
son had been dead ten days in 1841, 
before the news reached Springfield, 
Illinois, and Abraham Lincoln doubt- 
ed the truth of the report even 
then on account of the short time 
it had taken to convey the mes- 
sage! Now the afternoon papers 
announce William Ewart Gladstone’s 
speech in the British Parliament 
this morning.“ Mr. Phillips aptly 
remarked with reference to the man 
who reads newspapers, He has a 
telegraph wire that connects him with 
the world, and the man who does not 
might as well be Robinson Crusoe on his 
island. To forecast the future posi- 
tion of newspapers would be a vain at- 
tempt indeed in this age of electricity 
and rapid thought, but it is safe to as- 
sume with Mr, Dana of the New York 
Sun that the newspaper of the future 
will be neither a directory of trade nor 
a blanket sheet. He favors banishing 
advertisements from its columns on the 
plea that seeking news in the current 
‘metropolitan daily is like hunting for 
needles in a haystack.“ An imaginative 
‘genius might speculate upon the prob- 
ability of daily journals iu the future 
being devoted to various individual de- 
partments, for instance, political, re- 
ligious, temperance, agricultural, hor- 
ticultural, commercial, manufacturing 
and mechanical—daily papers without 
advertising columns; and advertising 
journals become a specialty also. Such 
an arrangement would doubtless«facili- 
tate the exigencies of business, saving 
much time to individuals seeking spe- 
cific information, and time is pre-emi- 
nently money in this age of progress. 
Whether future developments will jus- 
tify such speculations remains to be 
geen. 

Howe ver, it is patent to every intelli- 
gent mind that the newspaper of to-day 
wields a mightier influence than any 
other element of civilization, its prov- 
ince embracing not only the reflecticn 
but the moulding also of public opin- 
ion. The pulpit and its auxiliaries 
exert a vast and beneficial influence on 
every community, but they are not in 


operation every day, and reach but a 
small number of the masses, compara- 
tively speaking, whereas the newspaper 


goes ont in a constant living stream, 
reaching every avenue of business, 


every occupation and every home, how- 


silently moulding public opinion with a 


tral] subtle influence not realized even by 
the readers themselves. Many a human

being’s destiny has been made or marred 
for time and for eternity through the 
influence exercised on his or her mind 
by a single sentence in a newspaper, 
‘through its constantly increasing influ- 

‘ence, and consequent formation of char- 
acter of life. Hence it can be safely 
asserted that in these days of steam and 


electricity, rapid thought and progress, | , |, 


the newspaper is the most potent factor 
inthe education of the people. 


CROP PROSPECTS. 


Reports from nearly every portion of 
the State give very cheering news of 
the crop prospects. It will be seen 
from dispatches elsewhere that in the 
interior, except in a small portion of 
the San Joaquin valley, the prospects 
are that more than an average yield will 
be garnered. Advices from Solano 
county say that the fruit and grain crops 
are looking finely and the farmers are 
anticipating as large a yield as in any 
previous year. Inother portions of the 
upper country a fully average crop is 
expected. In the southern portion of the 
State the prospect could not be better. 
San Diego and San Bernardino counties 
are each heard from in this morning’s 
dispatches,giving favorable reports. Los 
Angeles, and the counties to the north, 
which have had more rain than has this 
county, are in splendid condition, and 
the yield will probably exceed that of 
last year. Every agricultural and hor- 
ticultural industry is in the best possi- 
ble condition, and nothing short of a 
calamity, which cannot be foreseen, wil 
prevent the realization of the most 
abundant crops throughout the von 
State. 


HONOR TO WHOM DUE. 


Regardless of any bias or opinion as 
to the merits of the case, our fellow- 
citizens will all sympathize with Judge 
Adams in the arduous work imposed 
upon him by the prosecutions under the 
Sunday law, and will regret, in view of 
the fact that he has got to live through 
the Phillipi trial again, that a convie- 
tion or the reverse was not obtained on 
the first trial. Neither will the candid 
minded differ with us in saying that the 
rulings of the Judge in the trial are to 
be commended for their correctness and 
fairness. To parry successfully the 
moves of the wily legal lights of the 
defense, whose case was given away by 
the testimony of the prisoner and his 
employee and friends, and who had to 
make up a defence from matter foreign 
to the case and win the jury with airy 
nothings, required coolness and no lit- 
tle courage and shrewdness,all of which 
were not lacking in the presiding of- 
ficer. We think the Judge has won to 
himself credit, and doubt not in the 
cases yet to be tried there will be no 
causg to retract aught we have here 
said. 


PLANT GOOD SEED. 


Now is the time if it has not already 
been attended to, for procuring seed 
for planting. Only the best of every 
kind should be used. It will not pay 
to plant inferior seed though it may be 
at hand and may cost you but little or 
nothing. If it is of a poor quality, dis- 
card it and procure that known to be 
good. Seek out the best varieties and 
those best adapted to your climate and 
soil and use only those. Large ex- 
penditures now will bring large crops 
in the fall, large prices when the pro- 
ducts are sold and greater satisfaction 
with the result of the year’s labor. A 
seed is ‘‘a plant packed for transpota- 
tion,’’ and the farmer carries into his 
field with his seed the grain and vege- 
table possibilities and limitations of his 
crop. He may secure a more or less 
perfect development of the plants but 
cannot change their character any more 
than he can grow a navel orange en a 
seedling tree. Hence the importance 
of careful selection of seeds. |

Why not Make it Vonform to the Law— 
County Roads Generally. 


Since my last there has been a glorious 
rain and all nature smiles, also the good 
people of this part of God’s heritage, are 
rejoicing exceedingly. 

Property is still changing hands, 8. B. 
Ferris has sold his place to Mrs. M. W. 
Childs, and I understand Mr. Marcus 
Serrot has sold ten acres near the station. 
Property is advancing in price very fast 
and getting into the hands of toilers that 


will improve it. This is what the country 
wants, men who will build ‘good houses, 
plant trees, and take an interest in schools 
and help build good school houses, which 
latter is much needed in this locality. 
There is one thing that I wish to call 
attention to through the medium of your 
valuable paper. It is this: Many e 
would like to know of the Honorable 
Board of 2 whether the road 
from Florence station to the city is a 
county road or not, and if it is why they 
do not widen and have it fixed so as to 
meet the requirements of the law govern- 
ing such matters. I believe that the law 
is explicit on the subject, requiring all 
county roads to be sixty feet wide. Now, 
this road in many places is only twenty 
feet wide and most of the bridges are only 
sixteen feet wide.

It is 
to be ho that our Honorable Super- 
visors look into this matter at once.

It would seem to the casual 
observer a judicious move to continue the 
east and west streets now laid out in East 
Los Angeles over to the heights in the 
vicinity of the hospital, thus providing 
easy and rapid communication from El 
Monte; San Gabriel and other roads cen- 
tering at the Five-Mile House, with East 
Los Angeles. 

The next thing observed was the large 
number of men busy as bees, working on 
the Shorb & Co. winery in the Alhambra 


tract. Shorb avenue now bears a neat 
lacard displaying a magnificent avenue, 
in embryo, leading to the mansion and 
beautiful gr6unds of that well-known and 
enterprising gentleman. A worthy tribute 
of respect to the memory of our worthy 
President, entitled to more than passing 
notice, is evinced in another beautiful av- 
enue near the last named, placarded ‘‘Gar- 
field Avenue.“
